TORNADOES  KILL 
HUNDRED  PEOPLE 
IN  SEVERAL  STATES 


Reports  From  Southern  Areas  Show  Deadly 
Results  of  Twisting  Storms  That  Raged  Friday 
and  Yesterday—RoU  of  Fatalities  May  Be 
Increased  by  Later  News.  .  ^ 

PROFi  l<  i  V  AND  CROPS  DESTROYED 

WILL  TOTAL  MILLIONS  OF  DOLLARS 


^MEMPHIS,  Tenn.,  April  16. — Tornadoes  which  swept  eastwsud 
from  Texas  to  South  Carolina  last  night  and  today,  claimed  about 
ona  hundred  lives,  injiired  several  hundred  persons,  and  damaged 
property  and  crops  to  the  extent  of  millions  of  dollars,  according  to 
reports  filtering  into  points  of  communication  tonigb^  from  the 
section  of  the  stormswept  area  of  half  a  dozen  states. 

The  storm  was  followed  by  a  decided  drop  in  the  temperature 
in  Tenneftee.  Arkanaai,  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  aod  frost  was  ex- 
pected in  some  sections  tonight 

The  scries  of  tornadoes  broke  late  yesterday  in  Northeast  Texas 
and  swept  eastward  ti)day  over  sections  of  five  states  into  deorpia. 
Wire  reports  were  meagre,  due  to  interrupted  communications. 

Afteusts.  with  (Ifty  persons  reported  kUled  in  Hempstead  and 
Miller  counties,  suffered  the  heaviest  loss  of  life.  In  Alabama  the 
JUin  '  >{  dead  were  estimated  at  ten  .  seven  were  ktUed  in  Texas  and 
six  m  .Mississippi.  In  Tennessee  no  fatalities  were  reported.  Relief 
parties  tonight  were  still  scouring  the  s»torm  area. 

The  storm  apparently  broke  in  Texas,  swept  sections  of  five 
northern  couaflcs,  %ad  (Mtssed  inta  Arkansas,  where  the  reported 
^eath  list  tonight  had  reached  fifty.  Six  of  the  seven  persons  killed 
in  Texas  were  crushed  to  death  when  their  hom^s  in  Avinger  were

cept that  of  a  most  oaaual  nature. 
Thia  experience,  with  iven  Kie«iter 
aeverity.  Is  that  of  returned  Koldiei.s 
tliroughi  ui  Canadian  itiduHtrien.  They 
find  it  impossible  to  fairly  compete 
with  Other  workers  in  time  of  de- 
pressioas  becausa  of  loss  ^f  seniority 
and  In  soma  eases  of  efficiency.

Thig  ihey  ba  an^  exaigafatlon,  but 
there  Ih  m  great  truth  contained  In 
tbe  aaying,  the  wisdom  of  which  our 
municipal  methods  are  attempting  to 
contravene.  Mr.  Thomas  Adams  in 
hl«  nrtlcle,  to  which  we  have  alluded,

"One  day  he  found  it  in  another  small  piece 
of  water  a  mile  away,  and  trie^l  to  approach 
it,  l>nt  c(MiId  not  get  nearer  thaiv ninety  yards, 
lie  .saw  the  diuk  flv  awav  to  hfs  own  parden, 
and  on  returning  home  found  it  there  per- 
fectly tame.  Once  you  get  wild  things  to  lose 
their  fear  of  man  yfni  pet  knowledge  that  you 
cannot  acquire  in  any  other  way. 

**In  tny  own  garden  there  are  two  pairs  at 
least  every  year  of  water-hens,  or  moor-hens, 
which  breed  there.  They  find  their  own  foo<l 
for  the  most  part,  but  after  many  years  I 
have  succeeded  in  gettin^:^  tl.cm  to  trust  me 
enough  to  come  to  me  for  ("hmI.  Water-bens 
are  very  interesting  birds.  They  don't  simply 
swim  about  with-  their  brood  and  let  the 
brood  find  their  own  food.  They  feed  their 
young,  and  give  them  food  bv  putting  it  in 
their  beaks.  When  I  went  home  last  May 
they  had  then  three  tiny  little  black  v  /unL'^.  I 
threw  food  to  the  old  birds,  and  they  went  and 
fed  these  little  chicks  In  the  water  in  my 
presence.    That  is  quite  attractive. 

"In  July  I  saw  a  thin^-^  I  have  no\er  seen 
before.  W  hen  1  went  home  then  the  three 
little  ones  had  grown  up,  and  there  was  a 
second  brood  or  two.  \\  hen  I  j.;a\ e  food  to 
the  old  ones  they  would  put  it  i^to  the  beaks 
of  4he  full  ;,'rown  yoiing.  and  these  then  went 
and  put  it  into  the  l)eaks  of  the  new  young 
ones.  On  one  occasion,  one  of  the  old  birds 
having  put  the  food  straight  into  the  beak  of 
one  of  the  youngest  ones,  one  of  the  ..idn 
yourtg  ones  came  up  and  took  it  out  of  its 
beak  for  the  purpose  of  putting  it  back  again. 

"It  is,  of  course,  a  general  rule  that  young 
things  have  no  fear  of  man.  and  learn  it  from 
their  parents.  When  I  was  at  home  last  year 
I  noticed  this  interesting  thing,  which  ffoes 
aj(ainst  the  general  rule  I  happened  to  liavc 
at  home  a  widgeon  unphiiojicd  and,  although 
free,  perfectly  tame.  It  would  almost  feed 
out  of  my  hand.  It  nested  last  year  and 
hatched  out  a  little  brood  W  lien  I  went  to- 
ward it  the  parent  was  perfectly  tame,  but  the 
broo<l  w  as  shy  and  would  not  let  nie  approach. 
It  took  that  widpeon  three  days  to  inspire 
the  young  birds  with  confidence.  That  was  an 
exception,  and  a  very  marked  one.  to  the  gen- 
eral rule  ( )f  that  brood  three  ha\  e  flown 
away,  and  the  fourth  remains  aud  is  perfectly 
tame.  If  it  was  not  that  people  riioot  widgeon 
whenSljpr  thev  i  ^t  ,,  rhance  those  three  would 
probably  come  back  and  be  as  tame  as  when 
they  went  wild."

AVhile  I  am  on  this  subject  it  may  be  ol 
interest  to  some  of  my  readers  when  I  tell 
them  years  ago  I  used  to  hatch  fly  in  my 
smoking-room  at  home.  This  was  done  by 
taking  samples  of  the  bed  of  a  river  and  put- 
ting them  into  a  long,  flat  gla.ss  aquarium, 
through  which  1  had  a  small  jet  of  water  con- 
tinually running.  By  thia  means  I  waa  able  to 
tell  wHat  temp(  It  ;  ccrftin  flics  required, 
and  so  on.  This  wa:>  in  connection  with  a  fiA 
hatchery,  and  the  water  uaed  was  an  offshoot 
from  the  hatchery.  Needless  to  s.n  \ ,  I  gleaned 
many  very  interesting  facts  in  this  way  which 
I  have  found  more  than  helpful  to  roe  CTCr 
sincle.  " 

Fliea  and  Fiah 

There  ia  another  interesting  fact  which 
many  of  yon  may  have  noticed,  but  were  un- 
able to  explain.  On  certain  occasions  you  may 
have  observed  quite  a  big  hatch  of  fiy  an^  not 
a  fish  rising  at  them. 

I  have  heard  fishermen  say  the  reason  for 
this  is  that  the  fish  are  glutte<l,  and  others  that 
the  fly  hatched  is  not  the  one  the  fi&h  arc  on 
the  lookout  for.  Qf  course,  there  may  be  a 
certain  amount  of  truth  in  both  these  state- 
menta.  But  from  mv  observations,  the  true 
facta  are  theaet  The  nsh  are  too  busy  feeding' 
on  the  mideveloped  fly,  which  is  on  its  way 
from  the  bed  of  the  river  ^o  the  surface,  and 
are  busy  feeding  a  few  inchea  beloW  the  sur- 
face. 

Now,  here  comes  in  the  hadcled  fly,  the 
one  without  any  wings,  and  on  a  day  of  this 
kind,  using  hackled  flies,  you  may  get  a 
heavy  creel,  whereas  had  you  been  fishing  with 
a  winged  fly,  you  probably  would  go  home 
without  a  fish. 

In  mentioning  hackled  flies,  T  do  not  mean 
"'bumbles, "  such  as  the  "coch-y-bondhu"  (pro- 
nouneed  ''eokabundy"),  or  the  "Zulu,"  and 
others,  which  are  fancy  patterns,  or  in  some 
cases,  tie4>  tp  pnitate  flies  w^ich  are  hatched 
on  the  bank  or  in  the  bushes. 

But  the  hackle  flies  I  refer  to  arc  the  duns 
and  others  which  are  hatched  in  the  river,  and 
do  not  get  tneir  wings  till  they  reach  the  sur- 
face. 

If  my  rea<lers  will  keep  these  facts  in  their 
minds  when  tlicy  go  fishing,  they  will  often  be 
rewarded. 

In  conclusion,  once  more  let  me  Impress 
tills  on  you,  and  that  is,  "fish  with  your  head."

The.  tellies  pushed  off  when  tiw  barregc 
fftarlcd,  enri  tlu  cavalry  went  tln^gh  et  first 
gUmpM  of  daylight.  ^ 

It  WM  b«rcl)r  daylight  before  the  first  gang 
of  about  thirty  prisoners  delighted  our  eye- 
sight; the  e<*cort  could- give  us  very  little  in- 
formation, except  that  the  .attack  was  going 
well,  and  that  our  troops  were  "a  h—  of  a  way 
off,"  and  that  the  Hon  was  tarreodcring  fairly 
freely. 

I  don't  quite  remember  the  actual  time  of 
the  Corp  Comni  1  n  Icr's  arrival  at  Corps  For- 
ward Report  Ceil  tic,  except  tliat  lie  came  up 
afi4  shook  4iands  with  me,  saying  that  he  bad 
not  scrii  inc  for  s<>nie  time 

With  the  Corps    Commander    came  the 

B.  G.G.S.  (General  Webber),  and  later  Liasion 
Officers  by  the  dozen  from  G.II  Q.  down- 
wards, all  thirsting  for  news,  aod  drawing 
ilines  on  their  maps  in  colored  pencils,  depict- 
ing positions  said  to  be  occBpicd  by  various 
divisions  or  battalions. 

Many  and  many  a  time  these  colored  pen- 
cils marked  off  captured  villaf?cs  and  woods 
that  turned  out  to  be  not  captured,  but  only 
reported  captured.  "losing,"  as  it  is  called, 
is  aomctimcs  quite  a  soft,  or  "cushy,"  job,  and 
much  sought  after,  particttlarly  if  *  good 
motor  car  goes  with  it.  ^ 

If  a  Liasion /Officer  is  really  energetic  and 
doesn't  mind. a  few  shells,  etc..  and  has  a  good 
car,  there  is  Jio  job  more  fascinating  in  this 
open  warfare  btisiness  than  to  be  appointed 
rjasicii  ( )ffu  er  and  j^o  out  and  get  one's  own 
information  hrst  hand  and  do  a  bit  of  recon- 
naisance  work. 

The  moment  it  was  light  our  air  squadron 
began  to  appear,  and  started  to  pick  up  in- 
formation of  our  troops  as  quickly  as  possible, 
ancl  it  v\as  not  long  before  we  spotted  a  couple 
of  planes  heading  for  our  report  centre.  At 
first  they  overshot  the  place,  and  had  to  turn 
round  and  have  another  go,  when,  making  a 
graceful  dive,  tlie\  cleverly  (tropped  their 
little  colored -mcsbagc  roll  almost  on  the  tent 
for  which  it  was  destined. 

The  first  reports  from  the  Air  I'orce  were 
not  very  clear,  badly  expressed  reports  ;  at 
least,  so  I  judged  from  the  curves  which 
eminated  from  the  B.GwG.S.^i  tent,  but  Utcr 
on  they  improved. 

Reports 

Owing  t()  tile  rapidity  of  the  attack,  or  ad- 
vance, it  proved  to  be  most  difficult  to  obtain 
iiny  clear  information  as  to  the  location  of 
units ;  all  hand«  were  having  the  time  of  their 
lives,  capturing,  killing  and  out-manoeuvring 
Huns,  and  reports  came  back  slowly  in  con- 
sequence • 

Tlu'  Royal  Air  Force  reported  seeing 
:avalry  aiid  our  tanks  at  certain  places,  which, 
if  correct,  our  attack  was  cxceedtng  all  ex- 
pectations. 

About  8:30  a.m.  Major  McAvity  requested 
mc  to  get  on  my  horse  and  see  wHat  informa- 
tion I  cotild  obtain  as  to  the  progress  of  the  at- 
tack. This  just  suited  mc,  so  my  orderly  sad- 
dled np  the  animals,  and  ofT  we  went. 

I  decided  to  k'cp  as  uiikI)  as  possible  to 
the  centre,  so  that  if  necessary  1  could  branch 
out  on  either  flank. 

No  locations  of  any  headquarters,  either 
divisional  or  brigade,  were  given  mc,  probably 
they  were  not  kr^own  as  yet.  ' 

We  struck  off  towards  Cachy  Village, 
which  was  in, ruins,  and  passed  several  dead 
and  sweet-smelling  horses,  also  a  "shot  up " 
Ford  motor  car. 

At  Cachy  we  hurried  '<outIi,  and  proceede<I 
icrosa  country,  over  .  trenches  and  throttgh 
straggling  wire,  towards  the  weal  e4gc  'of 
Hangard  A\'ood  (West).  TIere  in  manv  places 
were  whc^thclds  and  grain  ready  for  harvest- 
ing; thfo  had  been  groKTlng  in  '*No  Man's 
[.and  "  Tt  was  now  blaxing  liot,  and  dust 
along  the  foot  tracks  was  inches  deep.  Ob- 
servation balloons  were  now  coming  forward ; 
there  was  one  tip  just  north  of  the  Corps  Com- 
mander's headquarters,  and  in  front  of  me, 
facing  south,  could  be  aeen  another  one  about 
to  ascend.  The  rapidity  of  our  advance  kept 
these  balloons  on  the  move ;  no  sooner  were 
they  up  than  down  they  came  again,  and 
moved  further  forward. 

About  half  a  mile  away  T  noticed  what 
^  teemed  to  be  prisoners  coming  back,  and  then 
on  a  Mpfh  pi«c<i  of  ground  iTfew  men  were

shelters  cxcavatecl  m  llic  earth,  under  the 
parapet,  could  be  seen  where  the  Hun  had 
hurriedly  left  his  bed  :  his  grr.itcoat  was  care- 
fully spread  out  and  things  arranged  for  a 
.siesta:  There  were  dead  Huns  all  along  this 
trench  and  pc>ols  (if  '  !  •  !  ecpiipnuMi!  and 
flics,  not  a  pleasant  sight — but  most  pleasant 
of  all  was  no  sign  of  any  of  our  men  dead  or 
woun<led  yet.  It  was  while  walking  down  this 
trench  that  I  found  the  first  anti  t  mk  rifle  set 
up  ready  for  action  on  the  p.ii.iiui,  in  readi- 
ness for  tanks,  but  it  had  not  been  used,  our 
onslaught  coming  t(K>  qnickly,  I  noticed  that 
a  great  deal  of  the  equipment  was  new,  parti- 
cularly water  bottles  and  drinking  cups.  Each 
man  seemed  to  have  a  clean  change  of  umler- 
clothcs  and  shirt;  also  scattered  about  from 
padcs  were  boot  bladcing,  iooth  brushes,  boot 
and  clothes  brushes,  button  polish,  grease  of 
some  sort,  candles,  and  in  many  packs,  in  a 
separate  pocket,  was  s  sheet  of  emery  paper 
wrapped  up  in  a  clean  j)iece  of  rag.  T  don't 
know  what  this  was  used  for,  and  forgot  to 
ask  any  of  the  prisoners.  The  Hun  mess  tin 
is,  or  seems  to  be,  much  stronger  and  more 
serviceable  than  our  own.  Some  of  the  older 
ones  were  made  of  aluminum.*  likewise  the 
water  bottles,  but  latterly  they  have  been  mak- 
ing them  i^f  graniteware. 

The  anti-tank  ride  was  a  great  prize,  but 
llthough  I  searched  the  trench  aifd  the  dead, 
I  could  not  find  any  cartridges;  sotne  of  the 
attacking  troops  must  have  taken  them  as 
souvenirs. 


Owing  to  the  weight  of  the  rifle  (forty 
pounds),  it  was  impo -vjlil,-  to  carrv  1  '  "  ' 
this  juncture  1  .-poUcd  a  tcmler  bclunK"'K  i  ' 
the  balloon  people,  .so  I  rode  back  and  asked 
the  K  N'  A  S  <  >fficcr  in  cli.i'i-,  if  he  *vould 
take  charge  of  it,  and  he  vci  >  kmdly  promised 
to  deliver  it  to  me  at  the  Canadian  Corp*  H-Q-> 
but  it  has  never  turned  up  yet 

Prisoners  were  now  coming  in  freely,  <ind 
as  we  met  them,  I  stopped  tliem  and  took 
their  i(}entifications  and  documents. 

I Vocerdiiij^'  toward  the  tiring  line,  we  found, 
two  tanks  broken  down,  engine  trouble,  or 
something,  and  scattered  here  and  there 
around  eastern  end  of  Hangard  Wood  and 
country  to  the  .south,  we  ca^ie  across  bome  of 
our  own  wounded,  and  directed  learch  parties 
to  them. 

There  were  quite  a  number  of  Ilun  dead  in 
the  (^pen,  showing  that  they  evidently  at- 
tempted to  run  away,  and  were  shot  down; 
they  had  in  most  cases,  thrown  away  their 
equipment  and  rifltes. 

We  came  across  numerous  machine  gun 
nests  in  favorable  positions  fyr  field  or  fire, 
sunken  roads,  banks,  trenches,  in  the  open, 
and  in  nearlv  every  instance  they  told  a  fi^ue- 
some  tale.  These  gunners  had  remained  with 
their  guns  up  to  the  last  second,  and  naturally 
no  mercy  would  be  expected  in  the  final  two 
or  three  yards;  they  had  to  figlit  or  run  away; 
very  few  got  aw<^y.  Round  each  machine  gun 
were  at  least  two  or  three  dead.  Machine 
guns,  botli  light  and  heavy,  were  seen  every- 
where, and  camouflaged,  as  a  rule.  Belts  of 
machine  gun  ammunition  were  scattered  >  all 
over  the  place,  also  boxes  of  tools  and  oil  for 
the  gun.  In  some  trenches  and  dugouts  we 
came  across  thousands  of  rounds  of  small 
arms  and  trench  mortar  ammunition,  not  to 
mention  large  quantities  of  Very  Iight>  of 
every  color  and  dcscriptioh.  So  far  as  \'ery 
lights  are  cohcemed,  they  seemed  to  out- 
number onrs  100  to  !. 

The  first  dead  man  amongst  our  own  troops 
whom  we  came  across  happened  to  be  a 
private  of  iny  own  battalion  ;  he  was  in  a  nar- 
row ravine,  and  had  been  walking  across  on 
the  trunk  of  a  tree  which  had  b^n  knocked 


down  and  uprooted  by  shdl  lut  i.rc\ionsly, 
II  id  .1  linn  sniper  pr<  >babl>  Jiad  pi>  k(  d  limi  otT  ; 
lie  must  have  been  killed  iti.^tanll^,  )>oor  chap, 
and  was  lying  full  length  on  the  trunk 
anmngst  the  branches. 

We  pushed  on  as  fast  as  possible,  thread- 
ing our  way  between  strips  of  wire,  jumping 
trenches  and  trying  1  the  track  of  the 

advance  and  keep  a  I"  k  ui  ft)r  wounded. 

We  came  across  one  of  our'  battalion,  or 
brigade,  padres;  he  was  very  busy  with  a 
gang  (if  about  fifteen  wounded  Mosclie  and  a 
few  of  our  own  men,  s«jnic  .of  them  lying 
cases,  and  no  stretcher  bearers,  and  wanted  ta 
know  the  kKatioQ  of  the  nearest  dressing 
station. 

it  so  happened  that  1  had  noticed  the  near- 
est dressing  station,  but  this  was  at  least  two 

miles  away,  a  day's  iourney  for  a  badly 
wounded  man,  particularly  during  the  intense 
heat,  with  no  water. 

The  medical  services  had  also  not  anti- 
cipated so  rapid  an  advaqce,  and  had  been  un- 
able to  adapt  themselves  at  once  to  the  con- 
ditions. 

(  >n  arriving  at  the  fligh  ground  west  of 
.\ubercourt,  we  could  hear  the  battle  proceed- 
ing some  way  ahead,  and  on  speaking  to  some 
of  our  walking  wounded,  we  found  that  our 
troops  had  taken  Aubercourt,  crossed  the  .\u- 
bercourt-Msrcelcave  Road,  and  were  ^oing 
forward  again  rapidly. 

It  was  getting  late  now,  about  10  a.ni  .  and 
as  1  had  obtained  a  fair  amount  of  intorma- 
tion,  and  being  impossible  to  hope  to  obtain 
much  more  without  remaining  out' all  day,  I 
decided  to  get  back  and  report. 

On  the  way  back,  we  kept  more  north- 
wards of  the  1st  Division  frdht,  and  came  back 
via  Hangard  W(xmI  West;  here,  both  outside 
and  inside  the  wood,  were  many  dead. 

There  happened  to  be  a  small  belt  of  wire 
on  the  eastern  edge  of  the  wood,  and  two  or 
three  of  our  men  (14th  Battalion)  were  lying 
either  on  the  wire  or  in  it  along  the  edge  of 
the  wood.  It  appeared  that  P.osche  snipers 
had  waited  in  the  growing  grain  and  sniped 
our  fellows  as  they  came  out  of  the  wood.

PUR  men  who  have  recently  carried  Brit- 
ish aviation  into  the  remote  comers  of 

the  ICmpire  and  the  vv(jrUl  met  in  a  ro<jm  in 
London  and  exchanged  experiences.  I  had  the 
good  fortune  to  be  present,  and  later  induced 
one  of  the  four  to  tell  me  something  of  what 
he  had  seen  and  done,  and  of  what  he  thought 
the  future  mieht  hold  for  British  airmen  and 
British  aircraft. 

Tlic  fonr  were  Sir  Koss  Smith,  liis  brother. 
Sir  Keith  Smith,  Captain  Cockerell,  and  Cap- 
tain Broome.  The  two  former  have  just  re- 
turned to  London  after  their  triunipliant  tlight 
from  Britain  to  Australia.  The  two  latter 
blazed  the  ah*  trail  through  Africa. 

It  was  on  November  12,  1919,  that  the 
brothers  Smith  set  out  for  their  great  aerial 
journey  across  half  the  world.  Those  who 
saw  them  start  may  remember  that  a  day  less 
pleasant  for  flying  could  hardly  have  been 
ftnind ;  27  days  and  30  hours  later  they  were 
in  Australia,  having  in  that  time  flown  11,2^M 
miles  and  encountered  a  multiplicity  of  perils 
and  adventures.  The  flight  was  made  to  win 
a  prize  of  £  10,000  offered  by  the  Australian 
(iovernment,  and  the  journey  had  to  be  com- 
pleted in  30  days  by  an  Australian  airman  on 
a  machine  built  in  the  British  'Empire  and 
fi|ted  with  British  engines.  The  aeroplane 
was  a  \'ickers  Vimy,  like  that  w  ith  whicli  the 
first  direct  flfght  was  made  across  the  .Atlantic, 
atld  the  engines  were  \  pair  of  360  h.p.  Rolls- 
Koyce  "Eagle"  VI II. 

I  found  Sir  Ross  Smith  ready  and  willing 
to  talk  of  hi'^  great  flight,  and  not  onlv  as  an 
achievement  in  aviation,  lie  sees  in  it  some- 
thing far  more  significant  than  the  creation  of 

a  mere  "record."  which,  after  all.  is  a  thing 
much  in  the  nature  of  a  skittle — put  up  to  be 
knocked  down.  Give  all  the  credit  that  is  due 
to  those  concerned  for  this  superb  example  AT 
what  may  be  done  by  human  endurance  linked 
to  a  product  of  human  ingenuity,  it  remains 
though  great  as  a  performance,  trivial  in  com- 
parison with  what,  through  it.  may  be  achiev  - 
ed. These  airmen  have  shown  by  what  instru- 
ment the  scattered  Dominions,  CommoB- 


wealths,  Dependencies  may  be  bound  more 
closely.  Of  the  aeroplane  they  have  made  a 
bond  of  ICmpire;  and  the  instrument  which  in 
war  was  synonymous  w  ith  fear  .md  death  has 
in  their  hands  become  that  by  which,  tuider- 
standing,  unity  and  good  will  have  been  spread 
among  millions  of  the  King's  subjects  in  coun- 
tries far  and  near.  Sir  Ross  ^ith  talked  con- 
versati(Mially  of  these  things,  of  the  future  of 
aviation,  of  planes  and  engines. 

Future  Possibilities 

"The  flight  proves,**  he  said,  "that  a  modern 
aeroplane,  if  it  is  j)roi)erly  looked  after,  can  go 
anywhere  you  like.  When  wc  started  on  this 
flight  the  route  was  not  properly  organized, 
and  we  only  bad  jwrodronies  at  intervals  of, 
roughly,  5<X)  miles.  So  that  if  wc  had  had 
engme  trouble  between  one  and  the  next,  we 
should  have  had  to  land  in  the  jungle  or  some 
such  place  and  crashed.  But  we  were  so  con- 
fident in  the  ability  of  the  machine,  that  we 
simply  went  ahead  in  perfect  confidence. 

"We  started  from  }*!ngland  with  snow  On 
the  ground,  flew  later  on  through  a  snowstorm 
for  three  hours  in  France,  and  then  found  our- 
selves in  the  scorching  heat  of  the  I'a^t  But 
in  spite  of  the  monsoon  rams  wc  encountered 
in  Siam  and  the  Malay  States — when  the  ma- 
chine got  s(jaked  with  rain-  the  intense  heat 
of  Australia,  the  strain  not  only  of  the  con- 
tinuous flying  but  also  ofohe  rough  handling 
by  native  laborers  engaged  in  retnote  aero- 
dromes to  haul  it  about,  the  aeroplane  when  it 
reached  Australia  looked  almost  as  good  as 
when  it  started  out  from  Hounslow.  The  en- 
gines, beyond  the  usual  cleaning  and  adjust- 
ing, had  practically  nothing  done  to  them  the 
whole  time.  We  would  willinglv,  on  reaching 
Port  Darwin,  have  turned  round  and  flown 
back. 

"The  flight  to  Australia  made«a  tremen- 
dous impression  on  people  there.  The  possi 
bility  of  a  service  by  air  between  Great  Britain 
and  that  country  was  discussed  by  everybody. 
Vou  see,  we  people  who  live  a  long  wjr^-  out  on 
the  other  side  of  the  world  feel  ourselves  a 
good  way  from  England,  and  anything  that 


can  l)c  done  that  will  bring  us  closer  together 
will  be  welcomed  most  heartily  by  all  of  us  out 
there.  We  found  throughout  the  trip,  in  India 
for  exami)le.  and  Malay,  wherever  we  met 
British  people,  that  they  were  all  profoundly 
impressed  by  the  rai>idity  with  which  we  had 
got  out.  We  reached  India  13  davs  after  leav- 
ing London,  and  that  fact  appeaied  to  people 
immensely. 

"The  aeroplane  properly  handled  is  capable 
of  drawing  the  Empire  closer  together.  Cer- 
tainly it  has  a  great  future  as  a  carrier  of  mer- 
chandise. There  are  always  people  who  are 
willing  to  |)a\  any  sum  for  certain  articles, 
pieces  of  machinery  for  example,  to  be  brought 
to  them  (juickly.  Mesides.  the  man  who  dofS 
the  deal  is  the  oik  who  ^<  ts  there  fii-st." 

Civil  Aviation 

Sir  Koss  Smith  turned  to  flying  at  home: 
"I  am  sorry  to  see  civil  aviation  has  not  gone 

ahead  nmre,  and  I  was  surprised  about  it, 
because  when  1  left  15  months  ago  it  had  mat^ 
fairly  rapid  progress  since  the  war.  1  expect- 
ed to  see  a  lot  of  machinr>  fl\inj^  about  be- 
tween here  and  the  Continent  and  in  other 
parts  of  England.  But  I  think  the  present  de- 
prcssi(,ii  temporary,  for  surely  we  shall  have  tO 
have  our  own  inai  liines  in  dailv  use. 

"  The  trouble  w  ith  the  public  is  that  they 
will  not  fly.  because  they  look  on  flight  as  a 
more  or  le*-^  dangerous  sport,  and  tbe\  have 
not  got  the  necessanr  confidence  in  it.  They 
should  take  the  word  of  those  who  do  fly.  I.,et 
them  coiisid,  t  t!ie  lug  flights  and  those  daily 
ones  from  London  to  I'aris.  There  is  nothinir 
to  be  afraid  of.  It  is  a  proper  means  of  locir 
motion  and  transport,  like  motoring  and  sail- 
iog.  The  proper  peace-time  jiilot  is  not  a  man 
who  goes  stunting;  he  is  careful  and  he  has  a 
peace-time  machine.  The  amphibian  is  un- 
d<jubtedl\  the  machine  of  the  fttture,  especially 
for  long-distance  journeys." 

Sir  Ross  Smith  brought  the  interview  to  an 
erxl  t>y  a  reference  to  his  receiving  his  K.B.E. 
from  the  i'nncc  of  Wales  ip  Australia.  In  the 
flight  the  Prince  took  the  greatest  invest.

I  rode  round  the  edge  of  the  wckxI  for  a 
short  distance  and  saw^a  govd  many  dead 
iluns;  one  of  them  had  his  left  shoulder 
nearlv  torn  from  his  1'<"In  by  ihell  lire  and 
part  of  his  skull  was  shot  away;  there  were 
several  machine  guns  along  the  rosd,  too. 

Further  along  the  edge  of  a  wheatfield  I 
noticed  a  man  lying  <lead  wearing  a  kilt,  so 
rode  up  and  saw  there  fi\c  men  ot  the  ijth 
Itattalkin  all  crumpled  up.  but  not  disfigured. 
Kin;.;  iround  the  crater  formed  by  a  large 
shell;  this  shell  had  evidently  killed  all  five, 
and  was  the  greatest  number  of  dead  in  one 
spot  I  had  witnessed. 

\  not  her  incident  w  orthy  of  tnention:  i 
came  across  a  German  private  who  had 
evidently  been  dead  for  months,  ss  he  was 
nothing  but  a  dried  up  skeleton;  he  bad  either 
never  been  found  by  his  own  people,  or  they 
had  never  bothered  shout  the  burisl.  On  sev- 
eral occasiinis  in  other  parts  of  the  battlefield, 
at  later  dates,  similar  incidents  were  seen 
and  reported.  There  were  many  cases  where 
horses  had  been  killed  on  the  road,  but  never 

buried,  aliiiough  miles  behind   the  German 

front  line. 

On  going  through  Hangard  Wood^  I  found 

a  great  many  dead  Huns,  more  than  I  ever 
saw  subsequently ;  they  appeared  to  have  been 
killed  in  hand-to-hand  conflict,  either  shot  ^ 

bayoneted. 

( )n  the  western  and  northern  outskirts  of 
Hangard  W  ood,  when  going  over  ground  that 
had  been  **No  Man's  Land '  for  many  months, 
I  came  across  another  body  of  a  German  who 
had  been  dead  a  couple  of  months  at  least,  also 
the  body  of  a  French  soldier  completely  dried 
up  with  patches  of  skin  torn  fi;om  the 
skeleton.  The  next  day  one  of  my  acout 
N.CO.'s  cafiie  across  the  same  body  and  found 
a  silver  watch  still  in  the  watch  pocket. 

(^n  reporting  iiack  ,  to  headquarters,  I 
^heard  t,liat  our  advance  had  exceeded  all  ex- 
pectatkms,  and  that  at  7:15  a.m.  our  troops 
had  readied  the  Green  I  inc.  or  first  objective, 
aiid  wtre  going  strong.  Reports  from  the  2nd 
Division  ststed  that  they  were  having  a  sort 
of  interrupted  route  march. 

Manv  gniis  were  rej>orted  captured,  and 
the  stall  appeared  to  be  greatly  pleased  with 
the  battle.  i 

At  4  p.m.  the  B.G  G.S  asked  If  I  would 
undertake  to  locate  the  whereabouts  of  Gen- 
eral Brutinell,  our  Corps  Machine  Cun  Gen- 
eral, who  was  operating  an  independent  iMpl 
on  the  .'\miens  Roye  Road 

He  said:  "He's  somewhere  near  Maison 
Blanche.   You'll  probably  find  it  a  bit  warm 

there,  .\rmstrong  "  This  was  <|uite  a  hmg 
journey,  because  General  Brutinell  was  on  the 
extreme  right  flank  of  the  corps,  and  looking 

up  the  house  called  Maison  I'.lanche.  made  OUf  . 
it  was  a  good  eight  miles  from  headquarters. 

1'his  is  quite  a  long  d)stangc  in  a, newly- 
won  territory,  but  it  occurred  to  me  that  if 
General  Hnitinell  could  get  up  as  far  as  that 
with  his  armored  cars,  1  could  certainly  get 
there  with  ,  a  side  car.  It  was  4:15  when  I 
started,  and  I  was  anxbus  to  get  ther%  before  : 

dark. 

The  majority    of    the    traffic    had  been 
divertefl  by  this  time  from    the  Boves-Gen- 
telles  Road  to  the  .'\miens-Roye    Road,  and 
the  moment  we  struck  the  road,  the  mass  of 
vehicles  was  indescribable.  Not  only  our  own, 
but  French  transport,  and  the  latter  dri\ers 
broved  to  be  a  source  of   endless  annoyance, 
because  they  were  eontinually  getting  out  of 
the  regular  ipiene  an<I  cutting  ahead  and  try-' 
ing  to  gain  a  bit  on  "banking,"  as  the  traflnc  ' 
control  calls  it,  which  Is  universally  forbidden  - 
now,  I  believe,  under  war  conditions.  Trans- 
port of  every  description  wasjon    the  road; 
both  motor  and  horse  drawn,  also  guns  were 
now  being  moved  up.    It  was  maddening  to 
continually  get  shttt  in  wbeo  we  wereJn  such 
a  hurry.  •  ^ 

The  dust   was   terrible.    When  passing 

through  Domart  I  noticed  two  tanks  partially 
submerged  in  the  swamps  bordering  the  River 
Luce.  It  seemed  very  .ffK>lish  on  the  part  of 
the  tank  driver  to  attempt  this  crossing  :  any- 
one with  half  an  eye  for  country  would  have 
known  that  a  tank  would  go  out  of  sight  prac- 
tically in  a  bad  swamp.  It  may  have  been  ' 
dark  when  he  attempted  the  crossing 

Before  long  the  inevitable  happened ;  a  tire 
became  punctured,  and  one  way  and  another 
we  had  a  bad  time  of  it  until  the  high  ground 
east  of  Domart  and  Hourgcs  was  reached, 
u'helre  most  of  the  traffic  was  diverted,  and  we 
l>ushed  on  at  a  great  pace. 

.•\s  wr  neared  the  Maison-Rlanche,  occa- 
sional salvors  of  shrapnel  came  over  the  road.
